These appliances, like 
autom obiles, are perfectly harm less 
and entirely safe when properly h a n ­ 
dled. 
The point to be em phasized in 
this connection however is th a t a 
prolonged use of gas through appli­ 
ances th a t have been im properly con­ 
nected or do not conform to the sta n ­ 
dards recommended by m anufacturers 
and gas companies are likely to pro­ 
duce a dangerous condition in unven­ 
tilated, small rooms.
